Washington, June 23.—Treasury de- 
partment ofiScials are confident that the 
iinusual exporation of gold is drawing 
to an end and predict that there will be 
little gold exported from now on which 
has not been contracted before the .e.x- 
change rate fell. 
The sudden decline' in 
the exchange rate to a point where the 
exportation of gold is no longer highly 
profitable, • is 
taken 
as an indication 
that heavy shipments of gold already 
made to Europe, have satisfied the de- 
mand in a measure and a further de- 
cline is expected by the treasury depart- 
ment. 


"The exportation of gold is bound to 
cease with the movement' of the grain 
crop from the .United States to Europe," 
George E. Roberts, director of the mint, 
remarked today. 


"Europe has already begun to buy 
large quantities of American wheat,, al- 
though the wheat is not yet ready for. 
shipment. 
Harvest 
conditions are es- 
pecially promising in this country and 
there is everv reason to believe a bum- 
per crop Avill 
be 
marketed. 
Finance, 
bills are issued in New York in advance 
payment for much of the grain. These 
are already goming out. 
They virtual- 
ly amount to loans and will act as a 
check on the flow of gold to Europe." 


Mr. Roberts also called attention to 
the fact, that the heavy season for im-' 
ports into the United States is over and 
there is reason to believe that the heavy 
exportation of grain will make a ¿áore 
favorable foreign trade showing for the 
United States. .

night of terror, the people of Meadow- 
landa, a little mining town near here, 
today returned to the homes they had 
yesterday forsaken when it seemed the 
village would be engulfed by a torrent of 
burning oil. 
Twenty-four families, ren- 
dered homeless by the fire or dynamite 
used to check its progress, were camped 
on the hills until the United Coal com- 
pany could fine them more comfortable 
shelter. 


Doctors and constables mingled with 
crowds, in search of those who had been 
hurt in the panic last night, but no 
seriously injured were found. 
The oil 
in the tank was struck by 
lightning 
Sunday 
night 
and burned itself 
out, 
although great masses of black smoke 
still rolled up from the spot where it 
had stood. 


The tank containing 250 barrels, re- 
sisted all efforts of firemen yesterday 
and last night when an explosion scat- 
tered the oil. 
Other tanks in the vicin- 
ity, were threatened. 
Scores of work- 
men diverted the flaming fluid in ditches 
and the town was saved.

Mr. Wanamaker believed that the de- 
partment of commerce and labor should 
be the courts of last resort in labor dis- 
putes. 


One of the things he. found wrong in 
labor unions was the limiting of

those who want

learn 
trades. 


Speaking of capital Mr. Wanamaker 
said that John D. Rockefeller "made a 
great mistake when he put 
President 
Wilson in the position of sending troops 
into Colorado."

the mails." 


The witness painted a rosy future for 
the working man. 
"Men and women are

FINDS iTsar 
BETra FIRES 


Judge Speer Neither Guilty 
,Nor Innocent, Says 
Majority Report. 


Washington, June 23.—"The sub-com- 
mittee regrets its inability to either rec- 
ommend a complete acquittal of Judge 
SpeeP'of all culpability so far as these 
charges are concerned, on the one hand, 
or an impeachment on the other hand." 
This was the conclusion submitted to 
the house judiciary committee today by 
the 
special 
subcommittee 
that 
for 
months has been investigating charges 
of official misconduct filed against Emory 
Speer, of i^Iacon, federal judge for the 
southern district of Georgia. 


The report, after an exhaustive re- 
sume of evidence with severe comments, 
held that some of Judge Speer's official 
actions "tend to approach a condition 
of tyranny and opprèssion," but recom- 
mended that no further proceedings be 
had by the house. 


These conclusions now rést with the 
füll committee on jiidiciary, which is ex- 
pected to report-them to the house for 
final disposition of the case before the 
adjournment of the present-session of 
cqjigress. 
The subcommittee comprises 
Bepr^aeritatives Webb, -North GaroUnfti 
EitKÌien^t.JUinoiàj 4etaoc;ats; and Vói* 


similarly declaring that there is no evi- 
dence warranting impeachment, attaclcs 
the majority of the sub-committee for 
criticising 
a ^judge 
they 
declare 
not 
guiltj' of any impeachable offense. 
'Nineteen Charges Filed. 
Nineteen charges were filed with the 
committee. 
They alleged, among other 
things, that Judge 
Speer 
entertained 
matters beyond his court's jurisdiction, 
allowed excessive trustees fees to a per- 
sonal friend, used his official position for 
preferment of his son-in-law, A. H. Hey- 
ward; abused" his authority by domestic 
use of government-paid court employes, 
violated 
laws 
regarding 
drawing 
of 
jurors and dissipated bankrupt estates 
by appointing unnecessary officials and 
allowing excessive fees. 


Another charge was that, in the case 
of Henry Jamison, a Macon negro, Judge 
Speer defied the mandates of the supfeme 
court of the United States and the cir- 
cuit court of appeals. 
The subcommit- 
tee's conclusion follows: 


"The conclusion of the subcommittee 
•deduced from the 
evidence taken 
and 
from the construction of the precedents 
of impeachment trials, is that at the 
present time satisfactory evidence suf- 
ficient 
to support a conviction upon a 
trial by the sehate ia not obtainable. 


"In the conduct of the hearings the 
committee was extremely liberal and did 
npt confine the witnesses to the giving 
of technically legal evidence. 
Much evi- 
dence of a hearsay nature was received. 
Tlie committee felt justified in such a 
course in the light of the fact that it 
came to the attention of the committee 
that many witnesses were apprehensive 
of thé consequences of ' giving evidence 
against Judge Speer in the'evejot of his 
acquittal. 
This feeling and thè general 
diepoaition on the part of ^ inditictuals 
to protect thei»»elVwiARaiìiBt what waa 


witnesses and a knowledge of the facts 
in tJieir possession. 
Many of the wit- 
nesses whose testimony would be abso- 
lutely necessary to sustain some of the 
charge made are dead. 
Others have re- 
moved from the southern 
district 
of 
Georgia and their whereabouts are un- 
known. 


Tend to Tyranny and Oppression. 


"Another phase of the record is that 
it details a large number of official acts 
on the part of Judge Speer, which are 
in themselves legal, yet, when taken to- 
gether, develop into a.system tending to 
approach a condition of tyranny and op- 
pression. 
There has been an inequitable 
exercise of judicial discretion, many in- 
stances of which have been frequently 
criticised where the cases in which they 
were committed have been reviewed by 
the courts of appeal, while in others 
litigants 
were 
unable 
financially 
to 
prosecute appeals. 
That the power of 
the court has been exercis,ed in a des- 
potic and 
autocratic 
manner 
by 
the 
judge can not be questioned. 


The Jamison case is one of many in- 
staaces shown by the record where the 
judge, without taint of- individual cor- 
ruption and with the~ apparently laud- 
able purpose of purifying the commun- 
ity and inaugurating a civic reform, dis- 
regarded the law and apparently consid- 
ered that the end justified the means. 


"The record shows instances where the 
judge sitting in the trial 
of 
criminal 
cases, apparently forced pleas of guilty 
from defendants 
on 
convictions, 
aiid 
there is strong evidence tending to show 
that in one case, at least, he forced 
innocent parties to 
enter 
such 
pleas 
through a fear of the consequences in 
the event of an unfavorable verdict at 
the hande of a jury presided over, by the 
judge in the manner peculiar to himself, 
ii^bcommitte« regrett'it« Inabil- 


so far as these charges are concerned, on 
the one hand, or impeachment on the 
other. 
And yet it is persuaded that the 
competent legal evidence at hand is not 
suthcient to procure a conviction at the 
hands of the senate. 
But it does feel 
that the record presents a series of legal 
oppressions and shows an abuse of judi- 
cial discretion 
which, 
though 
falling 
short of impeachable orfenses, demand 
condemnation and criticism. 


"If Judge Speer's judicial acts in the 
future are marked by the rigorous and 
inflexible harshness shown by this rec- 
ord, these charges hang as a portentous 
cloud over his court, 'impairing his use- 
fulness, impeding the administration of 
justice and endangering the integrity of 
American institutions.' "

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Trade Confidence 
Growing 


Trade reports have in the past week or two taken a 
'decidedly optimistic turn that undemabl}^ indicates a 
general and pronounced growth of confidence in^ both 
merchandising and manufacturing lines.. 
This is true 
both east and west, and is plainly indicative of a verifica- 
tion of forecasts of improvement made some tune ago. 
Doubtless the stimulative effect now noticeable is due in 
some degree , to the continuance of excellent crops, but 
aside from this feature there is noted a renewed confi- 
dence in general business status and a more cheerful ac- 
ceptance for the new tariff and the new currency laws.

Staple lines are in 
most demand, and centers catering to tlie cereal regions 
indicate that the trade in dry , goods is well up to, if not 
in excess of the same time last year. 
Fall orders for 
clothing are improving, and trade in hardware, lumber, 
builders' material and household furnishings is declared 
to be fully normal. 


Users of steel still manifest a disposition to be con- 
servative, but railroad contracts are. now being made on a 
much larger scale than for many months. 
At many 
points there is reported an increase both in working hours 


• and working forces that is extremely gratifying, the prep- 
aration for crop-moving being the chief stimulant of the 
immediate revival. The natural sequence, however, will 
be a general benefit to both employment and trade that 
will be widespread in effect. A^Tj^ether the repression of 
which complaint has been made has been "jDsychological" 
as President Wilson contends or not, there are many signs 
that it is passing so rapidly that the question will soon be 
no longer a bone of contention.

Boston, Jttne 23.—Resolutions 
favor- 
ing disarmament and compulsory arbi- 
tration and opposing the liquor traflic 
and sectarian intrusion into state af- 
fairs were adopted, after lengthy discus- 
sion at the Northern Baptist convention 
today. 
The delegates also went on rec- 
ord as favoring the federation of state 
conventions and the prohibition of the 
manlfacture and sale of cigarettes. 


In the thirty-three states included in 
the convention there are 12,034 churches, 
according to the report on state con- 
ventions presented by Rev. C. A. Woody, 
of Portland, Ore. 


The denomination

characterized 
as a billion-dollar organization in the 
report of the committee on co-operating 
organizations. 
This report 
set 
forth 
taht church property 
was 
valued 
at 
$167,000,000; 
annual 
current 
expense, 
.$20,000,000, representing the income on i

Situation. 


London, June 23.—The crisis in con- 
nection with the granting of home ruie 
to Ireland entered another stage today 
when the Marquis 
of 
Crewe, liberal 
leader in the house of lords, introduced 
a bill to amend the Irish home rule bill. 


The terms of the amending bill are 
identical with those offered on March 
9 by Premier Asquith and contemptu- 
ously refused by Sir Edward Carson, the 
Irish Unionist 
leader, 
who 
described 
the premier's proposal as a "hypocritical 
sham." 


By 
the new 
bill the 
parliamentary 
electors of each county in Ulster are (.o 
be allowed to decide by vote whether 
the county shall be excluded from the 
provisions of the home rule bill for a 
period of six years from the first meet- 
ing of the new Irish parliament. 


The situation has never been paral- 
leled in parliainentary procedure in the 
British Isles. 
Never has a bill been 
presented to parliament 
to 
amend a 
measure not yet on the statute book. 
This was, however, the only means of 
overcoming the deadlock as the house of 
lords refused to consider the main bill 
until the full proposals of the govern- 
ment were before it. 


In introducing the amending bill the 
Marquis of Crewe dwelt upon the relig- 
ious difficulties surrounding 
the 
ques- 
tion of Ulster, but while he admitted 
the necessity of some form of exclusion 
for those who deemed themselves .if- 
fected by the home rule bill, he con- 
tended that the exclusion of the entire 
province of Ulster would involve gr.?at 
injuatioe. 
The 
government, 
conse- 
quently, he said, had reiterated in the 
amending bill Premier 
Asquith's 
pro- 
])osal of exclusion by countie.s from the 
operation of the home rule measure. 


The Marquis of Crewe made it quite 
clear, however, that the amending bill 
was liot necessarily

It may not be popular to express such 
a view, but It is my honest opinion that 
the lakes and ponds In our parks do 
harm," said Dr. Gilpin to The Sentinel. 
i'They are shallow, they are filled with 
water and then permitted to go undrained 
and unrefreshed for weeks. 
The water 
becomes 
stagnant, 
and 
It is an 
ideal 
breeding place for mosquitoes and 
the 
plagues of small insects mat are producea 
from water larvae. 
The goose- pond in 
Swinney park, the lakes in Reservoir and 
Lakeside parks and any other artificial 
bodies of water maintained for beauty's 
•sake ought to be kept more or less fresh. 
It may be expensive, and if too expensive, 
then the ponds should be-abolished. They 
soon smell bad and finally look bad. 
The 
lakes in Lakeside contain sewage 
that 
soon gets busy under a hot sun. 
The 
question of public 
comfort and 
public 
health Is paramount to all esthetic con- 
siderations and should so be treated on 
all accounts and in all cases."

CHAPTER XXI. 


By GEN. FREDERICK FUNSTON, 
Brigadier General United States Army. 


About three-quarters of a mile in front 
of the First brigade's outpost line was a 
dry water-ditch, quite deep, and more 
than half a mile long. 
Every morning 
the First Montana^-sent out a patrol to 
ascertain if this ditch had been occu- 
pied by the enemy during the night. On 
approaching it on the morning of May 
24 this patrol Avas sharply fired on and 
retired. 
I ordered both regiments to

their respective outpost lines, and went 
there myself. 


As a direct attack on the ditch would 
result in unnecessary loss of life, it was 
resolved to turn the enemy out by at- 
tacking both ends of it. thus rolling up 
his flanks. Lieut. Co], R. B. Wallace, of 
the First Montana, was directed to at- 
tack the enemy's right flank with two 
battalions of that regiment, while Major 
Whitman, with two battalions of the 
Twentieth Kanpap. was to go at the left 
flank, one battalion of each regiment 
being retained on the line as a contain- 
ing force, while Major (now Major Gen-. 
eral) J. F. Bell volunteered to guide the

Kansas detachment into the best posi- 
tion, as he knew the gi'ound and, in fact, 
largely directed the fight that ensued. 


Those of us who had remained on the 
outpost line saw as pretty a little fight 
as one could care for. The Kansas men 
advanced quickly through the tangled 
rice, firing rapidly, and cleared all -of 
that part of the ditch. 
There 
were 
picked up on that-part of the field forty- 
eight dead Filipinos, 
and 
fifty-three 
prisoners, about half of 
whom 
were 
wounded, besides many rifles. 
But the 
regiment had not come out unscathed, as 
it had Privates Ryan and Sullivan killed 
and Second Lieut. R. S. Parker, a vet- 
eran of the civil war. and five enlisted 
men, woimded. 


One of the men wounded was a mag- 
nificent big Dane, Private Sorensen. 
As 
they were carrying him off the field I 
passed by and said: 


"Well, Sorensen, you are going to get 
well, aren't you?" 


He was smoking a big cigar, which he 
removed from his mouth very carefully, 
blew a cloud of smoke into the air, and 
then replied very deliberately: 
"Yah, 
general, I tank so." 


And he did. though he had been very 
badly hit. 


The Frst Montana did not ha.ve quite 
such good luck, being discovered in get- 
ing into position, but had a brisk little 
fight, losing four men wounded and kill- 
ing five of the enemy who were found. 


One day General MacArthur sent for 
me and stated that he wished me to 
make a reconnoissance along the road 
leading north from Bacolor, and said 
that' I could take eighty men, and no 
more, saying: 


"I I give you a force of any size, you 
wil: bring on a pitched battle, and that 
is not the object. 
You are going on a 
reconoisanoe and nothing else. 
Examine 
that road, and if you encounter any con- 
siderable number of the enemy, come 
back." 


Capt. James Lockett, Fourth cavalry, 
one of the general's aides, followed me 
out, saying: , 


"If you go out there with eighty men 
you will get hell licked out of you. 
I 
am going out to the Montana regiment, 
get it under arms, and when I think the 
firing has lasted long enough, come out 
and pry you loose." 


As long as I was limited to eighty 
men, I concluded to get the best in the 
shop, and directed the commanding of- 
ficers of each of the two regiments of 
the brigade to have picked out from 
their respective commands forty of the 
best and steadiest men, all of them to 
be from among those armed with Krags. 


From these men were made up two 
"scratch" companies of forty men each. 
The Kansas detachment was command-

ed by Second Lieut. J. 0. Murphy, who 
had recently been promoted from first 
sergeant- 
I ^vas accompanied by Cap- 
tain Smith and my 
aide, 
Lieutenant 
Warner, and we took with us a number 
of Chinese litter-bearers. 


We reached Bacolor without incident, 
and here I left Lieutenant Murphy with 
hiß detachment, with instructions for 
him to get into the church tower, where 
he could have a good view, and watch 
our progress from there. If we became 
deeply involved, and either one of our 
flanks was about to be rolled up, he 
should come out in suoh a direction as 
to protect that particular flank, and as- 
sist in our rtirement to Bacolor where, 
in the church or other strong building, 
we would be all right until the expected 
help' came. 


About three-quarters of a mile beyond 
the town the few men constituting the 
advance guard reported %at they could 
make out a few heads above what ap- 
peared to be a short trench a few hun- 
dred yards in advance. 
I went up to 
them, and after watching for a moment, 
concluded that the best way to find out 
the strength of this outpost was to stir 
it up, and gave the necessary order. A 
fine little blizzard came back, and the 
Filipinos stood their ground. 


Still, the thing did not look at all seri- 
ous. The officer in command of the Mon- 
tana detachment promptly deployed his 
men, had them take cover lying down 
behind a rice dike about two feet high, 
though he s-/Dod up through the. whole 
fight, and opened fire. We could see 
that the enemy's fire was rapidly In- 
creasing in volume, and noted that his 
line was being extended to the right. 
The Lord only knows where they all 
came 
from, 
as 
the 
ground literally 
seemed to spew them up, and soon we 
were outnumbered about ten to 
one. 
Their 
fi.e 
was furious, and 
as they 
were yelling, we knew they felt confi- 
dent that they had us. All of the Fili- 
pinos and all of us except the officers 
and the' orderlies holding their horses, 
were lying close to the ground. , 


The distance between the lines was 
about 500 yards, and I had just made 
up my mind to charge with the men I 
had right into the enemy's left flank, 
and then trust to the superior quality of 
our men to roll them up. But then we 
noticed several hundred of them advanc- 


ing in line from the north and moving in 
such a direction that it would further 
extend to the right the force that we 
were now engaged with. 


The enemy's left being immediately 
on our front, showed no tendency to ad- 
vance, but his right had soon worked so 
far forward that it was on an extension 
of our left, and at a distance qf TOO to 
900 yards was enfilading us. 
It was 
time to go. We heard volleys crashing 
out to our left rear, and saw Murphy 
bringing up his men to extend our al- 
ready turned left. 


At the order the Montana men ceased 
firing, filled the 
magazines 
of 
their 
rifles, rose to their feet, and at the 
word of command dashed to the rear for 
a hundred yards, then faced about and 
gave it hot and heavy to the Filipino 
line that had risen and with yells was 
coming for us. 
Those immediately op- 
posite us were beaten down, but their 
right kept advancing. 
The 
Montana 
men took cover and fired rapidly, while 
the Kansas men fell back even with it. 
this performance being repeated several 
times. 
The men were absolutely cool, 
and not one of them showed the slightest 
tendency to break ranks. 


Captain Smith and I stooped dpwn for 
a moment behind a barrel of com in 
the ear that stood near a small nipa 
house. 
We were looking over the top of 
it when within two seconds two bullets 
hit the corn^ on the top óf the barrel, 
knocking the grains 
into 
our 
faces. 
Never before had I seen the Filipinos 
take the aggressive, and I was aston- 
ished beyond measure. 


The Montana men were now down to 
a handful of cartridges each, though 
they had gone into the fight with 150 on 
each man. 
The Kansas men still had 
plenty, but we could not 
redistribute 
under such a fire. How I wished for a 
machine gun, or for a field piece to warm 
up with shrapnel the yelling outfit. 


Suddenly we noticed the Filipino line 
begin to give way to the rear, and look- 
ing around saw the wholo Montana re.gi' 
ment deploying across the fields in the 
direction of San Fernando. 
As the Fil- 
ipinos fell back we gave them a good 
salting. 
This ended it, as our friends, 
the enemy, had no intention of standing 
up against an equal force.

was 
in 
dispute. The decision of the court is 
that the commission will answer those

That a 
federal 
trade commission, 


created at the time of the establish- 
ment of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, would have prevented the de- 
velopment of industrial monopolies in 
the United States, is one of the conten- 
tions in tho report of Chairman New- 
lands, of the interstate commerce com- 
mittee on the trado commission bill 
presented today to the senate. 


"If tho commission had been in exist- 


ence," said tho report, "wn would not 
now havB to deal with such organiza- 
tions aa the United States steel corpor- 
ation, the International Han-ester com- 
pany or the American Sugar Henning 
company. Tho American Tobacco com- 
pany would never have been organized 
and even the 
Standard 
Oil company 


would not have survived the dissolu- 
tion of the original Standard Oil tnwt 
in 1392. Such a commission would at 
least hnvo kept within limited bounds 
the activities of a multitude of price 
fixing associations in different branches 
of business, which, together with ths 
great trusts, have been potent causes of 
the present high cost of living." 


The senate bill is substituted for the 


house bill. Tho two measures arc alike 
in principle, but tho senate bill would 
define "unfair 
competition" 
and em- 


power the "commission to prevent such 
competition and would allow an inves- 
tigation of foreign trade conditions and

outhern district of (Irorgia. 


The report, after an' exh:'nst.ivo re- 
ime of evidence with severe comments, 
eld that some of Judge Speer's official 
ctions "tend to approach a condition 
f tyranny and oppression." but recom- 
:pndr>d thnt no further proceedings be 
ad by the house. 
These conclusions now rest with the 
.ill committee on judiciary, which is ex- 
ected to report them to the house for 
nal disposition of the cnse before the 
djoumment of the present session of 
ongress. 
The subcommittee comprises 


lepresentntives \Vehh, North Carolina; 
'itzhftnry, Illinois, democrats, and Vol- 
tea<f, Minnesots, republican. 
Mr. Volstead in a minority report, 


similarly dcclnring thnt there, is no evi- 
dence warranting impeachment, attacks 
th* 
1 majority of the sub-committee for 


criticising a judge they declare not 
guilty ol nny impi'achiiblt' nirense. 


Nineteen Charges Filed. 


Nineteen charges wen: filed with the 


committee. 
They alleged, among other 


things, that Judge, 
Speer 
entertained 


matters beyond his court's jurisdiction, 
allowed excessive trustees fees to a per- 
sonal friend, used bis oflicial position for 
preferment of his son-in-law, A. If. 
Iffy- 


ward; abused his authority by domestic 
use of government-paid court employee, 
violated 
laws 
regarding drawing 
o f , 


jurors and dissipated bankrupt estates j 
by appointing unnecessary oflicials and j 
allowing ex'cessive fee.*. 
| 


Another charge was that, in the case 


of Henry Jamison, a Macon negro. Judge 
Speer defied the mandates of the supreme j 
court of the United States nrid the cir- J 
cuit court of appeals. The subcommit- 
tee's conclusion follows: 


"The conclusion of the subcommittee 


deduced from the evidence taken and 
from the construction of the precedents 
of impeachment trials, is that at the 
present time satisfactory evidence suf- 
ficient to support n conviction upon a 
trial by the senate is not obtainable. 


"Tn the conduct of the hearings the 


committee wns extremely liberal and did 
not confine the witnesses to the giving 
of technically legul evidence. Mucli evi. 
dence of a hearsay nntnre was received. 
The committee felt justified in such a 
course in the light of the fact thnt it 
came to the attention of the committee 
that many witnesses were apprehensive 
of the consequences of giving evidence 
against .Indue Speer in the event of his 
acc-|iiitt.Hl. 
This feeling a.nd the general 


disposition on the part of individuals 
to protect themselves ngiiinst what was 
termed the "wrath" of Judge Speer kept 
from tho committee the names of the 


witnesses and a knowledge of the, facts 
in their possession. Many of the wit- 
nesses whose testimony would hu abso- 
lutely necessary to sustain some of the 
charge made, are dead. Others have re- 
moved from the southern district of 
Georgia and their whereabouts arc un- 
known. 


Tenu to Tyranny and Oppression. 


"Another phase of the record is that 


it details a large number of oflicial acts 
on the part of Judge Speer, which are 
in themselves legal, yet, when taken to- 
gether, develop into a system tending to 
approach a condition of tyranny'ancl op- 
pression. There has been nn inequitable 
exercise, of judicial discretion, ninny in- 
stances of which have been frequently 
criticised where the cases in which they 
were committed have been reviewed hv 
the courts of appeal, while in others 
litigants were unable 
financially 
to 


prosecute appeals. Thai the power of 
(he court has been exercised in a des- 
potic and autocratic manner by the 
judge con not be questioned. 


The Jamison case is one of many in- 


stances shown hy the record where the 
judge, without taint of individual cor- 
ruption, nml with the apparently laud- 
able, purpose of purifying the commun- 
ity and inaugurating a civic, reform, dis- 
regarded (he low nnd apparently consid- 
ered thnt the end justified the means. 


"The record shows instances where the 


judge sitting in the trial of criminal 
cases, apparently, forced pleas of guilty 
from defendants 
0.1 convictions, an.l 


there is strong evidence lending to show 
thnt in one ease, at least, he forcf*! 
innocent parties to 
enter 
such pleas 


through a fear of the consequences in 
the event, of an unfavorable verdict at 
the hands of a jury presided over by the 
judge in the manner peculiar to himself. 


"The 
subcommittee regrets its inabil- 


ity to either recommend a complete ac- 
quittal of Judfie Speer of all culpabilitv 


so far as these charges are concerned, on 
the one hand, or impeachment on the 
other. And yet it is persuaded that the 
competent legal evidence at hand is not 
sulheient to procure a conviction at the 
hands of the senate. Hut it does feel 
that the record presents a series of legal 
oppressions and shows an abuse of judi- 
anl discretion 
which, 
though falling 


short of impcaclialde offenses, demand 
condemnation and criticism. 


"If Judge' Spe.er's judicial acts in the 


future, are marked by the rigorous and 
inflexible harshness shown by this rec-, 
ord, 
these charges hang as a portentous 


cloud over his court, 'impairing his use- 
fulness, impeding the administration of 
justice and endangering the integrity of 
American institutions.' "

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Trade Confidence Growing 


Trade reports have in the past week or two taken a 


'decidedly optimistic turn that undeniably indicates a 
general and pronounced growth of confidence in both 
merchandising and manufacturing lines.. 
This is true 


both east and west, and is plainly indicative of a verifica- 
tion of forecasts of improvement made some time ago. 
Doubtless the stimulative effect now noticeable is due in 
some degree to the continuance of excellent crops, but, 
aside from this feature there is noted a renewed confi- 
dence in general business status and a more cheerful ac- 
ceptance for the new tariff and the new currency laws. 


New York gives out the information that retail dis- 


tribution is improving, wholesale business is looking -up 
and the basic industries are in u more salisf'aHory condi- 
tion than has been noted for months. Staple lines are in 
most demand, and centers catering to the cereal regions 
indicate that the trade in dry goods is well up to, if not 
in excess of the same time last year. 
Fall orders for 


clothing are improving, and trade in hardware, lumber, 
builders' material and household furnishings is declared 
to be fully normal. 


Users of steel still manifest a disposition to be con- 


servative, but railroad contracts are now being made on a 
much larger scale than for many months. 
At manv 


points there is reported an increase both in working hours 
and working forces that is extremely gratifying, the prep- 
aration for crop-moving being the chief stimulant of the 
immediate revival. The natural sequence, however, will 
be a general benefit to both employment and trade' that 
will be widespread in effect. Whether the repression of 
which complaint has been made has been "psychological" 
as President Wilson contends or not. there are many signs 
that it is passing so rapidly that the question will soon be 
no longer a bone of contention.

Ahout thri-p-qnartiM-snf a mile in front 


of the First brigade's outpost line was a 
dry water-ditch, quite deep, and more 
than half a mile long. 
Every morning 


the First Montana sent out a patrol to 
ascertain if this ditch had been occu- 
pied by the enemy during the night. On 
appmac-hing it on the morning of May 
24 this patrol was phnrply lirrd on and 
retired.

Kansas detachment into the best posi- 
:ion. as he knew- the ground and. in fact, 
argoly directed the fight that ensued. 


Those of us who had remained on the 


outpost line saw as pretty a little fight 
s one could cnre for. Tlie Kansas men 
idvanced quickly through tho tangled 
ice. firing rapidly, and cleared all of 
that part of the ditch. 
There were 


>K'ked up on that part of the field forty- 
eight dead Filipinos, 
and 
fifty-three 


iriponerp. about half of whom 
were 


wounded, besides many rifles. 
But the 


regiment had not conTe out unscathed, as 
t had Privates Ryan and Sullivan killed 
ind Second Lieut. R. S. Parker, a vet- 
eran of the civil war, and five enlisted 
men, 
wounded. 


One of the men wounded was a mag- 


nificent big Dane. Private Sorensen. As 
they were carrying him off the field I 
passed by and said: 


"Well, Sorensen. you aro going to get 


well, aren't you?" 


He was smoking a big cigar, which he 


removed from his mouth very carefully, 
blew a cloud of smoke into tho air, and 
then replied very deliberately: 
"Yah, 


general, I tank so." 


And he did. though, he had been very 


badly hit. 


The Frst Montana did not have quite 


such pood luck, being discovered in get- 
ing into position, hut had a brisk little 
fight, losing four men wounded and kill- 
ing five of the enemy who were found. 


One day General MacArthur sent for 


me and stated that he wished me to 
make a reconnoissanco along the. road 
leading north from Bacolor, and said 
that I could tako eighty men, and no 
more, saying: 


"I I give 3'ou a force of any size, you 


win bring on a pitched battle." and that 
is not the object. You aro going on a 
rernnoisanco and nothing else. Examine 
that road, and if you encounter any con- 
siderable number of the enemv. come 
back." 


Capt. .Tnrncs Lockctt. Fourth cavalry, 


one of the general's aides, followed me 
out, saying: 


"If you go out there with eighty men 


you will get hell licked out of you. 
I 


am going out to the Montana regiment, 
get it under arms, and when I think the 
firing has lasted long enough, como out 
and pry you loose." 


As long as I was limited to eighty 


men, I concluded to feet tho best in tho 
shop, and directed the commanding of- 
ficers of each of the two regiments of 
the brigade to have picked out from 
their respective commands forty of the 
best and steadiest men. all of them to 
no from among those armed with Kragn. 


From these men were made up two 


•scratch" companies of forty men each. 
The Kansas detachment was command-

ed by Second Lieut. J. C. Murphy, who 
had recently been promoted from first 
sergeant. I was accompanied by Cap- 
tain Smith and my aide, 
Lieutenant 


Warner, and we took with us a number 
of Chinese litter-bearers. 


"We reached Bacolor without incident, 


and here I left Lieutenant Murphy with 
his detachment, with instructions for 
him to get into the church tower, where 
be could have a good view, and watch 
our progress from there. If we became 
deeply involved, and either one of our 
flanks was about to bo rolled up, he 
should come out in such a direction as 
to protect that particular flank, and as- 
sist in our rtircment to Bacolor where, 
in the church or other strong building, 
we would be all right until the expected 
help came. 


About three-quarters of a mile beyond 


the town the few men constituting th': 
advance guard reported that they could 
make out a few heads above what ap- 
peared to be a short trench a few hun- 
dred yards in advance. I went up to 
them, and after watching for a moment, 
concluded that the best way to find out 
the strength of this outpost was to stir 
it up, and gave the necessary order. A 
fine little blizzard came back, and the 
Filipinos stood their ground. 
j 


Still, the thing did not look at all seri- 


ous. The officer in. command of the Mon- 
tana detachment promptly deployed his 
men, had them take cover lying down 
behind a rice dike about two" feet high, 
though he s'l>od up through the whole 
fight, and opened fire. 
Wo could sec 


that the encmv's fire was rapidly 
:n- 


crcasing in volume, and noted that his 
line was being extended to the, right. 
The Lord only knows where they all 
came 
from, as 
the ground literally 


seemed to opew them up, and soon we 
wcro outnumbered about ten to one. 
Their 
fl.e was furious, and us tiiev 


were yelling, w« knew they felt, confi- 
dent that they had UB. All of the Fili- 
pinos and all of us except the officers 
and the orderlies holding their horses, 
were lying close to thn ground. 


The distance between the linea was 


about 000 yards, and I had just made 
up my mind to charge with the men I 
had right into the enemy's left, flank, 
and then trust to the. superior quality of 
our men to roll them up. But then we 
noticed several hundred of them advanc- 


ing in line from the north ami moving in 
such n direction that it would furtlwr 
extend to the right the "force that wo 
were now engaged with. 


The enemy's left lii.'ing immediately 


on our front, showed no tendency to ad- 
vance, but his right had soon worked so 
fur forward that it was on an extension 
of our left, and at a distance of 701) to 
MO yards was enfilading us. 
It was 


time to go. We heard volleys crashing 
out to our left rear, and saw Murpliv 
bringing up. his men to extend our al- 
ready turned left. 


At the order the Montana men ceased 


firing, filled the. magazines 
of 
their 


rifles, rose to their feet, and at the 
word of command dashed to the rear for 
a hundred yards, then far(>d about nnd 
gave it hot and heavy to the Filipino 
line, that had risen and with yells was 
coming for us. 
Those immediately op- 


posite us were beaten down, but their 
right kept advancing. 
The 
Montana 


men took cover nnd firc.l rapidly, while 
the Kansas men fell buck even with it. 
this performance being repealed several 
times. 
The men were nlmolutely cool. 


nnd not one of them showed the slightest 
tendency to break ranks. 


Captain Smith and I stoop,,,} dpwn Fo- 


a moment behind a barrel of corn in 
the car that stood near a small nipa 
house. We were looking over the top of 
it when within two seconds two bulleta 
hit the corn on the, top of the barrel, 
knocking the grains 
into 
our 
faces. 


Nc.vcr before had I seen the Filipinos 
take tho aggressive, and I was aston- 
ished beyond measure. 


The Montana men were now down to 


a handful of cartridges each, though 
they had gone into the fight with 150 on 
each man. The Kansas men still had 
plenty, but we could not 
redistribute 


tinder such a fire. TTow T wished for n 
machine gun. or for a field piece to warm 
up with shrapnel the yelling outfit. 


Suddenly we noticed the 1'ilipino linn 


begin to give way to the rear, and look- 
ing around saw the, whole Montana regi- 
ment deploying across the fields in the 
direction of San Fernando. As the Fil- 
ipinos fell back we gave them a good 
salting. 
This ended it, as our friends, 


the enemy, had no intention of standiii" 
up against an equal force.
